| Gefense in the Duestrow double murder case. 
The fact that such inquiries were being 
made, and later the fact that they had 
“elicited valuable information, came to the 
P knowledge of the PostT-DisPaTCH, and an 
independent inquiry was set on foot along 
the same lines. The result has been that the 
mature of the undeveloped testimony has 
been learned, and nota little of its details 
beside. 
The import of it all is that Arthur Due- 
strow a full year ago tried to murder his 
wife by shooting, but failed because his 
gullty conscience or his rage made his aim 
‘faulty. Thü statement was made by Rose 
‘Baettele, a domestic servant in the Duestrow 
-/dousehold.to her eo-laborer and room-mate, 
Tillie Koehler, Who, at. the time the state- 
ment was made, was nurse to little Louie 
Duestrow, the second victim of his father’s 
infernal malice, 
FEARED FOR HER DAUGHTER'S LIFE. 

Said Tillie Koehler’s mother, in speaking of 
her daughter’s experiences with the Dues- 
trows: ‘‘I used to go down on my knees 
every night and pray God not to let my girl 
get killed in that dreadful place. I took her 
away after a month for fear she would De 
murdered.’’ 

Mr. and Mrs. Koehler now live on a small 
farm two and one-balf miles southeast of 
Forest Lawn Station, and just east of Fish 
Lake, about three miles from East Caronde- 
let. Theirfamily of five children includes 
two grown daughters, the younger of whom, 
Tillie, was for a month the nurse of little 
Louie, Tillie reviewed her experiences for 
the Post- DisPaTca in the presence of the en- 
tire family on Sunday, every member giving 
almost breathless attention to the 
story, though all had heard it tre- 
quently before. It was stated by 
the Post-D1IsPaTCH’s informant that Tillie 
dreaded notoriety, and might attempt to 
shield Duestrow; and, indeed, the first sen- 
tence of her story indicated such an impulse, 
for as soon as the object of the call was made 
known to her she said, with very evident 
embarrassment: 

Mr. Duestrow was always Rind to us girls, 
and I used to hear him say that he loved his 
wife and! 

Here Mr. Koehler, who stood squarely in 
front of Tillie and only four feet distant, in- 
terrupted her, histone and manner indicat.

**He treated us girls very kind. Mrs. Due- 
strow had me sleep down stairs for two 
weeks, while Loule was being weaned, and 
the other girl was down stairs a good deal, 
too. Mr. Duestrow used to quarrel with his 
wife about this and tell her us girls must 
sleep up-stairs or we couldn’t do our work 
inthe daytime. I guess that was because 


we were too slow anti didn’t get the work 
done. But she gave me $5 extra for that 
two weeks and she gave the other girl that,

ALWAYS FUSSING WITH HER. 


Duestrow was always fussing with hfs wife. 
He would say, ‘I won’t take you with me 
anywhere, because you have no manners. I 
can get plenty of other women who know 
how to behave.’ Ifshe even sangor cutup 
a little, which she often did, he would swear 
at her and tell her to shut up. He wouldn't 
stay where she was any longer than he could 
delp . — : 
Mrs. Koehter has stated frequently to 
friends that she made Tillie leave the Dues- 
trows because she was afraid Duestrow 
would do something terrible.

The motor kept to the 
track until the Cuyahoga River bridge was 
reached, When it struck the bridge the car 
jumped the track and wasdashed against 
the tron girders of the structure with terrific 


force. The motor was almost completely 
demolished. 

Motorman Grimm stuck to his post and was 
badly but not fatally injured. Conductor 
Bone was painfully bruised about the body, 
One of the passengers on thecar received 
slight internal injuries, while the others es- 
caped without injury.

Points Raised Against It Seem to Bo 
Unfounded. 


THE POSTAL COMPANY'S CONTRACT AND 
THE CITY’S CONDUIT. ' 


The Commission Not Yet Prepared to 
State What Effect It Will Have on ths 
Municipal Scheme—Are in Search of 
Further Information Before Deciding 
Whatthe City Should Do—The Com- 
missioners Reticent. 


The exclusive publication in the SuNDAY 
Post-DISPATCH yesterday of the contract 
which has been made between the Postal 
Telegraph Co. and the St. Louis Underground 
Service Co. to place ite wires underground 
was the general topic of discussion to-day 
among elegtric wire and subway conduit 
men. 

Councilman Albert Arnstein, one of the St. 
Louls Subway Commission, said this morn- 
ing that he was not prepared to say whether 
this contract was a step in the right direc- 
tion or an obstacle in the way of solving the 
problem of placing the electric wires under 
ground. 

‘*There are a number of legal entangle- 
ments whichthe Commission will have to 
consider, he said, and this will be one of 
tham. The franchises which have been 
granted the Sutter company and those 
granted the electric light companies will all 
have to be considered and weighed carefully 
before the Commission can express itself 
definitely as to the exact course the city 
should pursue in this matter. 

CAN GO IN THE SAME CONDUIT. 

For my part, I am firmly convinced from 
personal investigations which I made re- 
cently while in New York city, that there is 
absolutely nothing in the objections raised 
by the telegraph companies that all kinds of 
electric wires cannot be placed in the same 
conduit. It is onlya question of properly 
insulating the wires, and it has been prac- 
tically demonstrated in New York that this 
can be done and the wires laid in 
separate ducts in such a manner 
that their efficiency is not impaired. 
The legal questions are the more serious 
ones, and until we have heard the arguments 
pro and con of the attorneys for the various 
companies who would be compelled to place 
their wires under ground it would be unwise 


forme to commit myself to any expression 
of opinion.’’

We know there is a way to put these wires 
under ground, but in the present status of 
our State laws, and city ordinances the ques- 
tion is which is thé best way to do ig. with 
the least faction among the rties ter- 
ested.. We have sent out notices to all the 
companies, inviting them to have repre- 
sentatives appear before us to speak on cer- 
tain points of the problem which peculiarly 
affect their respective companies. The city 
may have to make some coucessions in the 
matter, but what they will be can only de 
determined after hearing these arguments 
and deliberating upon them.’’ 


THE ORDINANCE’S VALIDITY. 

There was some talk at the City Hall to 
the effect that the ordinance under which 
the Underground Service Co. is operating 
the Dorsett conduit system is invalid, bu 


there appears to be no foundation for it. 
Ordinance 14,798 granted a franchise to 
the National subway Co., its successors 
andassigns. This ordinance was approved 
Feb. 15, 1889, and accepted by the st. Louis 
Subway Co., the successor of the National 
Subway Co., on May 9, 1889, a bond in the 
sum of $25,000, duly approved, being filed two 
days later. The St. Louis Subway Co. has 
assigned its rights to the St. Louis Under- 
ground Service Co., so that everything in this 
connection ts regular. The assertion was also 
made thatthe National Subway Co. was not 
incorporated atthe time the franchise was 
granted, but this is also false, asthe records 
at Jefferson City show the company was 
granted articles of incorporation in Jan@ary, 
18x9, 

It is stated besides that a year or more ago 
a prominent legal firm investi- 
gated the legality of the ordl- 
nance and pronounced it invalid 
on the ground that the city had no power un- 
der the charter to grant such a franchise. 

These attorneys have probably changed 
their minds since the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in the case of the City 
of St. Louls agaifist the Western Union Tele- 
graph Co., where it was held that the city 
had the power to regulate the terms and 
conditions under which parties were allowed 
to tace possession of parts of its streets. 

The above named ordinance makes the 
subway company a common carrier, and 
opens its conduits to all comers and besides 
it is granted no exclusive privilege. 

So far as the provisions of the wrdinances 
granted the electric light companies giving 
them the privilege of placing their wires un- 
der ground are concerned it is held that 
these sections can be repealed, as none 
of the companies have so, jar acted under 
these sections and there would be no 
material damage done them. 

At present it looks as though the problem of 
placing the wires under ground will be solved 
before the Subway Commission gathers su- 
Cient information to give the Mayor an 
opinion on the subject.

Capt. Wiltse was legitimate and that they 
acted in good faith and with no interests ex- 
cept protecting American citizens aud pre- 
serving order. 

BENEFITS OF CHRISTIANITY. 

The intensity of the Queen's opposition to 
the missionaries is referred to. The work of 
the missionaries is praised, and the report 
says: 

“The civilization and constitutional govern- 
ment in Hawall are the foster children of the 


American Christian missionaries, and, with 
Christianity and education as the basis, there 
bas come over Hawali the most rapid and 
successfulimprovement in political, indus- 
trial and commercial conditions that has 
marked the course of any peopie in Christen- 
dom. If nothing but a decent respect for 
our national example was in question, if 
there was no question in Hawall that con- 
cerned the people of the United States except 
that ofa relapse of that Government into 
absolute monarchy, if there was not degra- 
dation of society involved in this falling away, 
no destruction of property and liberty in con- 
tempiation, there would still be enough in 
the conditions now presented there to excite 
the most anxious Interest of our people. 

**Citizens of the United States with wisdom, 
charity, Christian faith and a love of a con- 
stitutional government, have patiently, 
laboriously and honestly built up Hawali 
into a civilized power under a written consti- 
tution and they can justly c'almthe sympa- 
thy and assistance of ali civilized people in 
resisting its destruction, either to gratify a 
wanton lust of absolute power on the part of 
the Queen or the abuse of its authority in fos- 
tering vice and rewarding crime. 


ABSOLUTE AND CORRUPT MONARCHY. 

The facts of the recent history present 
broadly and distinctly the question between 
an absolute and corrupt monarchy in 
Hawall, anda government in which the 
rights and liberty guaranteed bya written 
constitution shall be respected and pre- 
served.’’ 

BANISHMEXNT OR DEATH. 

The report speaks of the Queen’s desire for 
the banishment or death of chose who had 
opposed her, and says that America should 
not hesitate in the support of a Government 
setuptooppose her. The utterances of the 
Queen to Mr. W lllis, while they are a seeming 
expression of lofty indignation of an offended 
ruler, are so unsuited to the character of a 
Queen crowned by a Christian and civilized 
people and so out of keeping with her char- 
acterasa woman who had received kindly 
recognition and personal regard from other 
good and refined ladies, that they shock all 
right minded people in Christendom, 

MR. WILLIS’ INSTRUCTIONS. 

Continuing, the report says: The Presi- 
dent says on the first intimation of these 
harsh declarations heat oncelaidthem be- 
fore Congress and abandoned the further ex- 


ercise of his good offices to bring about a rec- 
onciliation between her and those who were 
conducting and supporting the Provisional 
Government. Mr. Willis, however, regard- 
ing his instructions as continuing to reguire 
his intercession beyond the point where the 
President considered that it should cease, 
held a second and third interview with LIlI- 
uokalani. Mr. Willis, in what he did,obeyed 
what he conceived to be his instructions, 
and, being so distant from Washington,itisa 
matter of regret, but notof surprise, that 
there was an apparent want of har- 
mony between is action in con- 
tinuing his interviews with Liliuokalani 
after the President had determined that 
the full duty of the Government had been 

rformed. When a crown falls in any 
ingdom of the western hemisphere it is pul- 
verized,and when a scepter departs it departs 
forever ;and American opinion cannot sustain 
any American‘ruler in the attempt to restore 
them, no matter how virtuous and sincere 
the reasons may be that seem to justify 
him. 

STEVENS JUSTIFIED. 

Mr. Stevens’ recognition of the new Gor- 

ernment is justified, the report having the 


following: 
„The precise hour when or the conditions 


under which the American Minister recog- 
nized the Provisional Government, is nota 
matter of material importance. It was his 
duty at the safest possible period to assist by 
his reeognition the termination of the inter- 


Tegnum, so that citizens of the United States 


might be safely remitted tothe care of that 
Government for preservation of their rights. 
As soon as convinced thatthe Provisional 
Government was secure against overthrow 
it was his duty to recognize the re- 
habilitated State. If no question of 
he annexation of Hawali to the 
United States had existed, the conduct 
of the American Minister in giving official 
recognition to the Provisional Government 
would not have been the subject of adverse 
criticism. But the presence of that question 
and his anxlous advocacy of annexation did 
not relieve him from the duty or abriuge his 
right to call for the troops on the Boston to 
rotect the citizens of the United States dur- 
ng an interregnum in the office of chief ex- 
ecutive of llawall. They were not to 
be put into a state of outlawry if the Min. 
ister had been opposed to annexation nor 
could his desire on that subject in any way 
affect their rights or his duty. He gave to 
them the protection they had a right to de- 
mand, and in respect of his action up to this 
point, so far as it related to Hawali, his 
opinions as to annexation have not affected 
the attitude of the United States Govern- 
ment, and the committee find no cause of 
censure either against Minister Stevens or 
Capt. Wiltse of the Boston. 


THE AMERICAN FLAG. 


**afterward, on the ist day of February, 


1893, the American Minister caused the flag 
of the United States to be raised onthe Gov- 
ernment Building in Honolulu and assumed 


and declared a protectorate over that nation 
inthe name ofthe United states. This ac- 
tion on the part of our Minister was without 
authority and was void for want of power. 
It was disavowed by Secretary Foster and 
rebuked by Secretary Gresham, and the or- 
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was the avowed purpose of the Provisional 
Government because it would popularize the 
movement. Noone could project a revolu- 
tion In Hawall for the overthrow of the mon- 
archy,. that would not raise the question 
among the people of annexation to the 
United States. In the diplomatic corres- 
ondence of the United States with our min- 
sters to Hawall frequent and favorable 
allusion is made to this subject as a matter 
of friendly consideration forthe advantage 
of that country and people and not as a re- 
sult that would enhance the 
wealth or power of the United 
States. It was the habit of Hawalians 
to celebrate the anniversary of the inde- 
endence of the United States as a national 
ete day, so that there was no thought of 
conspiracy against the monarchy in openly 
favoring the project of annexation. Whether 
annexation is wise and beneficial to both 
Governments is a question that must receive 
the consideration of both Governments be- 
fore it can be safely settled. The festimony 
taken by the committee discloses the well 
considered opinion of several of our mist 
emineat naval and milftary officers, that 
the annexation of Hawalil is a tact 
indispensable to the proper defense 
and protection of our Western coast ana 
cities. But this is a matter with which the 
committee is not especialiv charged, and ref. 
erence is made tothese opinions as support- 
ing the statement that all intelligent men in 
Hawaii and inthe United States will have 
taken pains to consider the subject, are con- 
vinced that the question is one deserving of 
thorough investigation and a correct and 
friendly decision.’’ 


THE PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT. 

Next the reports state that recognition of 
the Provisional Government was lawful and 
has contributed to the peace of Hawali, and 
continuing says: 


The President of the United States de- 
lieved that it was proper and necessary in 
vindication of the honor of the United states 
toappointa commisgioner to Hawall who 
would make a careful investigation into the 
facts and send the facts of the case and his 
conclusions to the President for his tnforma- 
tion. The Commissioner, Mr. Blount, went 
to Hawall under circumstances of extreme 
embarrassment and executed his instructions 
with impartial care to arrive at the truth, 
and he presented a sincere and instruc- 
tive report to the President of the 
United States, touching the facts, the 
knowledge of which he thus acquired. In 
the agitated state of opinion and feeling in 
Hawaii àt that time it was next to impossible 
to obtain a full, fairand free declaration in 
respect of the facts which attended tnis rev- 
Olution, and particularly was this difficult to 
obtain from the persons who actively par- 
ticipated inthat movement. The evidence 
submitted to the committee in addition 
to that prepared by r. Biount having 
been taken under circumstances more 
favorable to the development of the whole 
truth with regard to the situation has, in the 
Opinion of the committee, established the 
fact that the revolutionary movement in 
Hawall originated with LilluoKalani and was 
promoted, provided for and, as she believed, 
secured by the passage of the opium 
bill and the lottery din through the 
Legislature from which she expected to 
derive a revenue sufficient to securs the ulti- 
mate success of her purpose, which was dis- 
tinctly and maturely devised to abolish the 
constitution of 1887, and to assure to her 
absolute oOwer, free from constitutional 
restraint ofany serious character. The fact 
cannot be ignored that this revolutionary 
movement of Liliuokalani had its develop 
ment in the selection of a new cabinet to 
supplant one which had the supportof all 
the conservative elements in the 
islands, and was set on foot 
and accomplished during the absence of the 
American Minister on board the ship Boston 
during the ten days which preceded the pre- 
rogation of the Legislature. The astonish- 
ment with which this movement was received 
by the American emigrantsand other white 
people residing in Hawall, and its inaugura- 
tion in the absence of the Boston and the 
American Minfster, show that the people 
with greatanxiety recognized the fact that 
it was directed against them and their inter- 
ests and welfare, and that when it wag 
completed they would become its victi'ns 
These convictions excited the serious appre- 
hension of all the white people in these 
islands thatacrisis was brought aboui in 
which not only their rights in Hawali, and 
under the constitution, were to be injurious- 
ly affected, but that the ultimate resuit would 
be that they would be driven from the 
Islands, or remaining there, would be put at 
the mercy of those who choose to prey upon 
their prosperity. This class supply nine- 
tenths of the entire tax receipts of the king- 
dom. 4 

THE COUNTER REVOLUTION. 


The report takes the side of the Provisional 
Government as respects the counter revolu- 
tion, whichthe Queen provoked, It is ex- 
ceedingly severe on the Ministers of the 

ueen. The right of the President to appoint 
Mr. Blountis discussed, the report stating 
the conclusions to be that such aright no 
doubt existed, and that the authority given 
to Mr. Blount, and which he exercised, was 
proper. 

THE PRESIDENT’S POSITION. 

Then Mr. Willis’ mission is taken up and 
the position of the President referred toin 
the following: 


It, in the course of proceedings, the Pres- 
identof the United States had iatended to 
compel obedience to what is termed his ‘de- 
cision’in the matter by using the force of the 
United States to assist the Queen in gaining 
the throne, that would have been an act of 
war, entirely beyond his power, and would 
not have received the sanction of any con- 
siderable partof the American people and 
would have no warrant in international law. 
But such was not the intention of the Pres!- 
dent, as is shown by contemporaneoas acts, 
by his declarations and by his subsequent 
treatment of the subject. Therefore, the 
question Detween the United States and 
Hawall touching the propriety of an inter- 
vention in the domestic affairs of Hawali to 
the extent of gaining the final decision and 
agreement of both parties upon these propo- 
sitions is one that is strictly within the ac- 
cepted right or authority ofa sovereign to. 
tender his good offices to reconcile the con- 
flicts of two or more factions, or parties, thaf 
may be opposed toeach other within any 
country.’’ 

The report then goes on as follows: In 
the public act by which the Provisional Gov- 
ernment of Hawall was established there 
was a distinct declaration that that Govern- 
ment was to continue until Hawall was an- 
nexed to the United States. That declara- 
tion, apart from every other considera- 
tion would have justified the United 
States in an interference for the protection 
for the Provisional Government, which would 
not have been tolerated under other cir- 
cumstances. That declaration created an 
Intimacy of relationship between the United 
Statesandthe recognized Government of 
Hawall, which is entirely exceptional, and 
was placed withinthe reach and control of 
the United States very largel „it not entire. 
ly, the disposal of those questions collateral 
to that of annexation which might have 
interfered with the peaceful and appropriate 
in its execution, #0 that the Provisional Gov: 
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of conduct in ut high office, 

TEE REVOLUTION, 

The 3 finds nothing worthy o? 
criticism in thenegotiation of the treaty of 
annexation with the Provisional Government 
of Hawall. The revolution in Hawall bad the 
effect simply of displacing the chief of one 
executive department and substituting an- 
other. 

„When this was done andthe fact was 
recognized, the Government of Hawall was 
as competent wo treat of annexation tothe 
United States aj it had ever been or as it will 
ever be, until the United States shall decide 
that it will anzex no more territory unless 
with the consent of the people to be annexed, 
to be ascertained by a plebiscite. 

‘*‘Complaint is made also that this project 
of annexation Was attempted to be consum- 
mated in too great haste. fiat raises a ques- 
tion of due consideration; for, if the people 
of both countries desired it, or if according 
tu every preceient to be found in the various 
annexations of countries and States tothe 
United States the respective Governments 
desire 9 action in completing the 
cession was sirable for many obvious 
reasons, among which the injurious disturb- 
ance of commerce and danger to the pumie 
peace growing out ofa protracted agitation 
of so grave a matter, are conspicuous. 

This is well anderstood,and its importance 
increases with every new event of any con- 
sequence in Hawall and with the falling in 
with every island in the Pacific that is cap- 
tured by the great maritime powers. of 
Europe. 


CLEVELAND’S DUTY. 
After quoting official state papers bearing 


oa annexation the report concludes: 

A President [Informed as tothe history of 
his country could find no difficulty in dealing 
@With the question of the annexation of 
Hawall to tue United States on the ground 
that now exist, and a Minister of Hawall who 
should failtoinform his government of the 
political changes in Hawall that would affect 
that question woaeld neglect his duty. 

It Is not a just criticism upon the corre- 
spondence of Minister Stevens with his Gov- 
ernment that he earnestly advocated annex- 
ation. In this line he was in lines .with Mr. 
Marcy and nearly évery one of his successors 
as Secretary of state and with Mr. Stevens’ 
predecessors as Minister to Hawall. His let - 
cers to his Government were written under 
the diplomatic confidence that Is requisite to 
secure freedom in such communications and 
were not expected to come under the 
scrutiouy of all mankind. They stow no im- 
proper spirit, and are not impeachable as 
coloring or perverting the truth, although 
some matters stated by him may be classed 
as severe reflections. Whatever motives 
may have actuated or cortrolled the 
representatives of the Government of 
the United States in his conduct of 
our affair in Hawall, if he acted 
within the limits of his powers with honest 
intentions and has not placed the Govern- 
ment of the United states upon false and 
„r grounds; his conduct is not Irreg- 
ular. f 

But in his dealings with the Hawaiian 
Government, his duct was characterized 
by becoming diggity and reserve, and was 
notin any way sarsh or offensive. In tte 
Opinion of the committee, based upon the evi 
dence which accompanies this report, the 
only substantial irregularity that ex- 
isted in the conduct of any officer of 
the United states, Or agent of the President, 
during or since the time of the revolutioa of 
18903, was that of Minister Stevens in deciar:- 
Ing a protectorate of the United States over 
Hawali, and in placing the flag of our country 
upon the Goverument bullding in Honolulu. 
No actual harm resulted from this unauthor- 
ized act, but as a precedent it is not to be 
considered as belug justified. The committee 
nave not considered it necessary to present 
any resviutions stating the conclusions that 
are indicated in their report, and ask that it 
be received and adopted by tne Seuate; that 
they be discharged from the further con- 
sideration of the resolutions under which 
this report is made.

THE SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT. 


Republican Members Give Etronger Ex- 
pression to Their Views. 


The Republican members agreeing to Mr. 
Blount’s report submit the following as sup- 
plementary therete and more fully. expres- 
sive of their views: 

We are iu entire accord with the essen- 
tial fig@@ings in the exceedingly able report 
submitted by the chairman of the Committee 
on Foreign Relations, but it is our opinion— 


1. That the appointing on the llth day of 
March, 1893, without the advice or consent of 
the Senate, of Hon. James H. Blount as Spe- 
cial Commissioner to the Hawallan Govern- 
ment, under letters of credence and 
instructions to the Government of the 
Hawallan Islands whose authority was para- 
mount, was an unconstitutional act, in that 
such appointee, Mr. Blount, was never nom- 
inated to the Senate, but was appointed 
without its adwice and consent, although 
that body was in session when the appoint- 
ment was made and continued to be in ges- 
sion fora long time immediately thereafter. 

2. The orders of the Executive Depart- 
ment by which the naval force of the United 
States in the harbor of Honolulu was in effect 
placed under the command of Mr. Blount or 
of Mr. Willis was without authority or war- 
rant of law. 

3. The order given by Mr. Blount to 
Admiral Skerett to lower the United States 
ensign from the Government Building in 
Honolulu and to embark the troops on the 
ships to which they belonged was an order 
which Mr. Blount had no lavfu authority to 
give. ‘Its object was not toterminate a pro- 
tectorate. That relation had been disavowed 
by the administration of President Harri- 
son immediately upon receiving informa- 
tion of its establishment. The flag 
and troops when such order was given b 
Mr. Blount, were in the positions from whic 
he ordered them to be removed for the pur- 
pose of maintaining order and protecting 
American life and property, Their presence 
had been effectual tothose ends, and their 
removal tended to create, and did create, 
public excitement and to a degree distrust of 
the power Of the Provisional Government to 
preserve order or to maintain itself. That 
order of Mr. Blount was susceptible of being 
construed as indicating an unfriendly dis- 
position on the part of the United States to- 
ward the Provisional Government, and it 
was so construed, particularly by the people 
of Hawall. 

4. The question of the rightfulness of the 
revolution, of the lawfulness of the means 
by which the deposition and abdication of 
the 1 effected and the right of the 
Provisional Government to exist and to con- 
tinue to exist was conclusively gettied, as the 
report so forcibly stated against the Queen 
and in favor of the Provisional Government; 
by the act of the administration of Press! 
dent Harrison recognizing such Provisional 
Government; by the negotiation by that 
administration with such |. rrovisonal 
Government of a treaty of annexation 
to the United ce 
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tration on every proper occasion. There. 
fore the proceedings by the President, which 
had for their result his request and monition 
to the Provisional Government to surrender 
its powers, to give up its existence, and to 
submit to be displaeed by the monarchy 
which it had overthrown had no warrant in 
law, nor in any consent of one of the parties 
to be effected by such proceedings. 

5. The avowed opinion of the President 


the duty of the Government to make repara- 
tion to the Queen by endeavoring to reinstate 
her upon her throne by all constitutional 
methods, ts a clear definttion:of the policy of 
the present Administration to that end. he 
instructions to Messrs. Blount and Wiilis 
must be construed to be other and more 
ample forms of expression of that policy. No 
other presumption is permissible than that 
their actions at Honolulu were with intent 
to carry out that avowed policy. 

Those considerations make immaterial any 
discussion in this connection, the personal 
intentions, circumspection or good faith of 
these gentlemen in performance of the task 
to which they had been plainly commanded 
by the present Administration.

, ence. 


The following is the report presenting in 
part the views of the minority of the commit- 
tee: 

Without denying or questioning in any 
manner the correetness of» the facts as 
claimed, or of the statements as made, in 
said report concerning other matters there- 


in mentioned, we especially dis- 
sent from that portion thereof 
which deciares that the only substantial 
irregularity in the conduct of Mr. Stevens, 
the late Minister, was his declaration of a 
protectorate by the United States over 
Hawal!, We are of the opinion also that 
there are no valid reasons and no.course of 
dealing in our st relations with those isl- 
ands which justify interference by the 
United States with the polftical internal 
affairs of Hawall any more than wth those 
of any other dependent State or nation in 
this hemisphere. We cannot cancur, 
therefore, in so much of the foregoing report 
as exonerates the Minister of the United 
States, Mr. Stevens, from active Office and 
unbecoming participation in the events 
which led tothe revolution in the Sandwich 
Islands on the 14th, 16th and 17th of January, 


On the other hand, weare not inclined to 
censure Capt. Wiltze, commanding the 
United States warship Boston, or the officers 
of the vessel. Their position was one of- ex- 
treme delicacy and dimeulty and we appre- 
ciate their anxiety to afford protection to the 
lives and property of American citizens. The 
force of United States marines of the Boston 
with their arms stationed at the American 
Legation and at the Consulate in Honolulu 
would have effectually represented the 
authority and power of the 
United States Government and would 
have afforded whatever protection 
American interests might have required; 
and at the same time would have avoided 
the appearance of coercion or duress, either 
upon the people of Honolulu or the Queen in 
the controversy betweenthem. This is our 
opinion, after a careful examination of all 
the facts and circumstances disclosed in the 
evidence. 

cannot, therefore, avold the conviction 
that the inopportune zeal of Minister Stevens 
in the project of annexation of the Sandwich 
Islands to the United States caused him to 
exceed proper limits of his official duty and 
of his diplomatic relations to the Govern- 
ment and people of those islands. 

His conduct as the public representative of 
this Government was directly conducive to 
bring about the condition of affairs which re- 
sulted in the overthrow of the Queen, the or- 
ganization of the Provisional Government, 
the landing of the United States troops and 
the attempted scheme of antexation, and 
upon this conclusion his conduct is seriously 
reprehensible and deserving of public céen- 
sure.

THE FOLLY OF IT. 


Archbishop Ireland gave advice yester- 
day which is as good for Protestants as for 
Catholics, when he urged that religion and 
politics should be kept strictly apart. He 
showed his practical wisdom’ as much in 
deprecating the imprudent methods adopt- 
ed by some Catholics in defending their 
church as in denouncing the efforts of 
some Protestants in making religion an 
issue in politics. But his wisest utter- 
ance was the remark that it would be a 
great misfortune for the church were she 
the ally of any special party. 

More than half a century ago De Tocque- 
ville keenly observed that the strength of 
religion in America and the best hope of 
its permanent hold upon the pe ople lay in 
its absolute divorce from the State 
and from political parties. It is then 
free from all the dangers of overthrow 
and popular oppbsition which beset po- 


litical parties and all the animosities , 


which are engendered by political 
wrangles. He found the cause of the tre- 
mendous loss of ‘religious influence in Eu- 
rope in the fact that the church there 
sought power by alliance with the States. 
In this way it gained temporary 
strength, out lost its hold on the 
hearts of men. Being founded on the 
sharing sands of political power, it 
showed all of its vicissitudes. Being iden- 
tical with the ruling power of the State, it 
necessarily shared all of its animosities. 
The corruptions and abuses of political 
parties and ruling powers were imputed 
to their church allies, and a revolt against 
the State included a revolt against its 
church ally. | 

Those who attempt to drag refhigion into 
the mire of politics only damage their own 
cause. The Archbishop has forcibly ex- 
posed the follies of both sides. He wisely 
says that attempts to inject religious in- 
tolerance into political concerns are 80 
contrary to the spirit of American institu- 
tions and laws and to the sentiments of the 
mass of Americans that they are not worth 
noticing.

CARLO THIEMAN’S FUNERAL. 


The Representatives of All Nations Wit- 
nessed the Lion Tamer’s Interment, 


GOLDEN GATE PARK, Feb. 20.—An incident 
occurred in connection with the Midwinter 
International Exposition a few days ago 
which furntshed an interesting commentary 
on its international character. 

One of the most prominent concessional 
features of the exposition has been the Wild 
Animal Arena where Col. E. Daniel Boone has 


been giving performanceswith lionsand other 
animals, which is said by those who have 
seen both to surpass the famous show given 
by Hagenbeck onthe Midway in Chicago, The 
telegraph reportedan attack made on poor 
Carlo Thieman, Boone’s lion tamer, and his 
death the next day. 

It was Thieman’s funeral that furnished 
the commentary at the opening of this letter. 
It was certainly a most impressive scene. 
Poor Thieman did not have a relative in all 
this great America, but his employer, Boone, 
was his warm personal friend, and all who 
worked with him admired his courage and 
his personality. Thus it came about that the 
funeral ef the lion tamer was so notable. It 
took place in the animal arena. A section of 
the great iron cage which shuts off the per- 
forming space from that reserved for visit- 
ors, had been removed, and through this 
opening the coffin was carried. Abler had 
been made of some of the material which 1s 
used for the lions to do their acts upon, and 
here lay the dead tamer in the midst of a 
group of his associates, while the solemn 
burial service was read by a local clergy- 
man. 

Kvery seat in the vast arena wos occupied, 
and there were hundreds who wanted to get 
in but could not. On the back row ofseats, 
stretching almost around the auditorium, 
were Indians from the Sloux exhibM. Each 
warrior was in paint and feathers, but their 
bows were unstrung, and al) carried them 
selves with the quiet dignity which always 
marks an Indian when a ceremony is being 
performed. Near to these were the Indians 
from the banks of the Yaqui River and a de!l- 
egation from the Esquimau village. Half a 
dozen of the Turkish dancers had come 
across the South Drive to mingle with the 
crowd at the funeral. A company of South 
Sea Islanders were there, ard a quartette 
of native Hawalian singers § iturnished 
the music fof the occasion, singing in their 
native tongue words set to old, familiar 
hymns. A big Cossack stood down in front 
with his shaggy head overtopping all his 
neizhbors. Swarthy Mexicans * the 40 
Mining Camp sat, sombrero in hand, and 
heads bowed down, and dark - eyed senoritas 
shed tears ofsympathy as they sat among 
the mourners. It was an interesting com- 
pany of people and such a one as had prob- 
ably never before assembled on a similar oe 
casion. 

A bang of fifty pieces occupied a position 
out of sight of the audience, and its music 
came to the ears of those present in a some- 
what muffled tone. But there were other 
muffled tones that fell upon the ears of this 
funeral gathering during the exercises, 
which were neither so sweet nor so pleasing, 
but which brought a terrible reminder of 
what had caused this polyglot assemblage. 
The cages of the animals ure located under 
the raised seats of the amphitheatre, and the 
beasts became restless asthe hour for their 
usual performance passed by and they 
were not summoned to play their part. The 
big lion whose paw had dealt the fatal blow 
to poor Thieman growledand roared at in- 
tervals all during the clergyman’s address, 
and whenthe music of the band suggested 
to these knowimg creatures that there was a 
crowd in the arena, they seemed to unite in 
a Chorus of protestand disapproval. Strong 
men shuddered at the suggestion conveyéd 
by tnese loud mouthings. ‘Omen shed tears 
and some of them were so overcome with 
fear and emotion that they passed hurriedly 
out ofthe auditorium. It was a scene that 
will never be forgotten by those present. 

Then came a procession through the 
grounds. A cordonof guards oecupled the 
right of line. Back of them marched the 
band, playing a funeral march. Keeping 
step to this slow rhythm walkeé@ the Indians, 
the Turks, the South Sea Islanders and ail 
the representatives of the different conces- 
sions, who had turned out to honorthe mem- 
ory of the dead lion tamer. Ine hearse was 
covered with floral offerings. Hundreds con- 
nected with the exposition walkg in the 
long line that reached from one eld of the 
grand court to the other and that wound its 
way between the industrial palaces out to 
— place where dust was to be returned to 

ust. 

Yet this was but an incident. The next 
day the lions roared inthe arena again, and 
happy crowds of men, women and children 
rapturously applauded,

New York, Feb. 26.—Sandow, the modern 
Samson, was completely mastered the 
other day by a young stripling. But the 
stripling had the p Wer ful aid of hypnotism. 
The man of muscle was hypnotized so suc- 


css fully that he not only obeyed every com- 
mand ofthe physician wulle Re was in the 
ly pnotic sleep, but also carried out injune- 
tions after he nad come out of the sleep. 

It was a private seance and it took place at 
Sandow’s rooms, before several of the fac- 
ulty ana a number of students of the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, about twenty- 
Ave in all. The hypnotizer was Dr. 
Mersereau of No. 860 East One Hundred and 
Sixty-fifth street. 

The doctor and Sandow have been friends 
for more than a year. It was with great 
difficulty that the former persuaded the 
strong man to consent to being hypnotized. 
the doctor was very anxious to have him as 
a subject in order to demonstrate that a man 
of great physical force and in whose tem- 
perament there was no suggestion of the 
uysterical is as susceptibleto hypnotism as 
any one else. 

Once under the mesmeric influence the 
giant fell with a crash off of the chair on 
which he was slitting. His legs simply 
doubled up under him. He was told to get 
up and he made attempt after attempt, but 
the legs which can bear pianos and horses 
refused to support the weight of his own 
body.
